REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The organization of the Board for the past year was: Chairman, 
J. Q. Adams; Secretary and Treasurer, E. M. Smith. 

After the organization, W. H. Walbridge resigned his place in 
the Board, and the vacancy was filled by the appointment of John 
H. Cutler. Just before the commencement of the winter schools, 
but after the teachers were all engaged, E. M. Smith resigned his 
place in the Board. Not readily succeeding in filling the vacancy, 
the remaining members performed the work until the question of 
the legality of a meeting called by a Board of two being raised, 
Mr. Smith consented to a reappointment, that any possible difficul- 
ty might be avoided. 

Two terms of school have been maintained in the Middle East 
school house, where there was no school last year, and two terms 
in what is ‘designated as the Barber school house, where there was 
but one term last year. In determining to maintain these schools 
the past year, the question of expense was not considered alone, 
but other considerations helped to govern the decision. In the opin- 
ion of this Board the question of having schools in these smaller 

‘districts is one to be decided each year, as the changing conditions 
of the scholars may seem-to require. There may sometimes be del- 
icate children who might suffer in consequence of being conveyed 
long distances in bad weather. 


ScHooLt Rooms AND HousEs. 


To relieve the crowded condition of the schools in the village, a 
room was hired and fitted for the use of the Grammar class. The 
room first used could be retained for only one term, and the next 
best one that could be obtained was secured. The provisions thus 
made were not entirely satisfactory, but it was judged the best that 
could be done. 


At the North Village a room was hired for the fall term. Al- 
though the new house was so far completed as to be used for a part 
of the winter term, the school had to be closed after working along 
about six weeks in discomfort, by reason of defects in the arrange- 
ments for heating.

At the Valley school house a new floor and desks and seats have 
been put in, making quite a comfortable and pleasant school room, 
The nice care that the scholars have taken of the new furniture, and 


their general good appearance, indicate that a good school room 
helps to make a good school. 


The school house at West Peterboro’ has been painted, giving the 
interior as well as exterior, a more cheerful look. The expense of 
this was taken from the five per cent. of schoo] money allowable 
for repairs. © 

Some needed improvements about the school house at the South 
Village were planned, but the help engaged failing to get about the 
work in season it was postponed to another year. Some outlay for 
blackboards, dictionaries, books and other school apparatus has 
been made where most needed, the expense of which was defrayed 
by using that part of the literary fund which is by law allowed for 
that purpose. There isstill need of some further provisions of the 
same kind. A more.strict enforcement of the law regarding the 
attendance of children at school has brought in some scholars who 
before had but few school privileges. Im some cases books had to 
be provided for them. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 


While we think we have been fortunate in securing competent 
and faithful teachers, and the work accomplished in nearly all the 
schools creditable and generally satisfactory, yet there is need of 
improvement in many respects. There has not been that good order 
in some of the higher grades of our village schools that there should 
be. Whispering, more noticeably in our Grammar school, has pre- 
vailed to such an extent as to seriously interfere with the work of 
the school, scholars appearing to think their rights are interfered 
with when an attempt is made to entirely suppress it. Disorderly 
conduct is not confined to the school room, but can be observed in 
the streets and in our public meetings. We hear it said that in pub- 
lic gatherings where boys are present it is necessary to have an offi- 
cer present to preserve order. Now this state of things is not cred- 
itable to the town, and we are sorry to feel called upon to make so 
public a showing of it. But there is need of the united efforts of 
parents, School Board and teachers to bring about a better state of 
things. Parents can assist in preserving order in the school room 
by letting their children know that they are strongly in favor of 
good order. We have no charge to make that parents have encour- 
aged disorder, or have interfered in any way with the efforts of the 
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teachers. But sometimes remarks are-made in the presence of chil- 
dren that have a bad effect upon their conduct in school. It is too 
much to expect. of any teacher that unaided she will bring about 
perfect order where there has been disorder. We have been pleased 
to notice that many of our teachers have inculcated habits of order 
and neatness, propriety of conduct, a regard for truth, and have 
looked after pupils and called them to account for any improper 
language or conduct that has come to their notice outside the school 


room. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


The general attendance has, we think, been quite good, consider- 
ing that in some of the schools an epidemic disease caused quite an 
amount of absences. The average number of scholars attending 
all the schools during the year has been 354. The average daily at- 
tendance has been 315. 


A complaint of the teacher of the High School that the good prog- 
ress of his school was injured by pupils coming in too late for some 
of the recitations, has caused us to look more particularly into the 
matter of punctual attendance. We deduce from the Registers the 
following statements:

During the last term of the Grammar school 19 boys had 31 tardy 
marks, and 15 girls had but 1 mark for tardiness.

All of the girls who had 87 marks for tardiness in one term, 
lived within the limits of the village. What excuse could there be 
for them? 

Another thing that operates to the injury of our older scholars is 
the spending of so many evenings away from home, keeping late 
hours. No scholar who is out, in the excitement usually attending 
evening gatherings, until eleven or twelve o’clock, two, three or 
more evenings in a week, can do good work. ‘The energies are 
wasted; the mind diverted and unfitted for the acquirement of that 
power of continued application which is necessary to the accom- 
plishment of any great work. 

We have thus called attention to some things we consider detri- 
mental, only for the purpose that there may be improvement. 

We have done what we could by employing the best teachers we 
could get, and in other ways working to improve the quality of 
our schools.

SELECTMEN S REPORT. 


_ We herewith respectfully submit a report of the financial trans- 
actions and standing of all the departments having disbursements 
made by our orders on the Treasurer. 

The account for breaking roads is the only one where the orders 
drawn this year have exceeded the appropriations. 

We drew orders amounting to 888.88, to repair the damage done 
to the highways at West Peterboro’ last April, caused by the bursting 
of water clouds above and west of the village. This destructive 
shower being unexpected, no appropriation had been made to re- 
pair the damage. We took charge of the work and managed it as 
in our judgment would be the best and cheapest method for the 
town, and we now ask you to raise and appropriate 888.88 to pay 
the amount expended. 

The Jaffrey road beyond Nutting’s mills, which was repaired 
more than a year ago, was overflowed again this winter, and it will 
be necessary to make some further repairs in order to keep the ice 
and water out of the road during certain parts of the winter. 

We know of no place where the eagle, two chandeliers and two 
stoves, which came from the town hall building, can be used by the 
town to advantage, and would recommend that they be sold. 

We have not rebuilt the bridge near Charles Wilder’s mills, for 
the reason that we were unable to do so within the appropriation. 
We advertised for proposals, and parties examined the plans and 
the bridge, and informed us that it could not be built for the sum 
the town had appropriated for the purpose. 

Merrill & Laird, of Manchester, who performed labor upon the 
town hall building, have sued the town for $100, and as the town 
chose a committee in 1886, who have had the entire charge of al- 
tering and repairing said building, we recommend that the man- 
agement of said suit be referred to said committee, with such in- 
structions as the town shall deem advisable. 

The dangerous, and well nigh impassable condition of Granite 
street at times, has caused complaint by several citizens (at one 
time the town was threatened with an indictment on this account), 
and an effort has been made to remedy this condition, but with 
slight success. There seems to be some misunderstanding between 
the town and individuals in relation to the occupation of this high- 
way, they claiming rights under verbal agreements with former 
officers of the town in support of their course. 

The statute law of the State requires that all dogs shall be li- 
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censed, under such terms and conditions as each town shall adopt. 
At the meeting in March, 1879, the town adopted by-laws, which 
provide that all dogs shall be licensed within ten days after coming 
into the possession or keeping of any person in town, and the police 
have power to kill all dogs not so licensed. Another provision 
makes it the duty of the police to enforce the law, and rewards 
them with one half the fines for non-compliance with the law. 
Now, while perhaps a majority of the dogs in town are licensed, it 
is still true that a large number are not. This can hardly be said 
to be the fault of the police, who have made all reasonable efforts 
in this direction when it is taken into consideration that their salary 
for the year amounts to the sum of only five dollars. We suggest 
that some provision be made for the full enforcement of the law, 
or that steps be taken for its repeal, as it is manifestly unjust that 
some should pay while others do not. 

We have neglected to expend the sum of one hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars in the construction of a vault for the safe keeping of 
the books and papers of the town, voted by the town, for the rea- 
son that upon investigation it appeared to us that it would be more 
convenient and ecnomical in the long run to construct a vault within 
the town hall building than to go outside, where rent would have to 
be paid.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


We have attended to the matters brought before us, an enumera- 
tion of which would not be of general interest. 

We wish to call the attention of the town to the necessity of a 
system of sewerage in this village. The undesirable method of 
disposing of sewerage on several of our streets is apparent to all. 

We see no satisfactory method of remedying this evil except for 
the town or village precinct to construct public sewers, and require 
individuals to connect with them. The Secretary of the State 
Board of Health has recommended that the town lay out a system 
of sewers for the whole village, to be constructed gradually, as the 
town can afford. We believe this to be good advice. The desira- 
bleness of having this village healthy and attractive, should cause 
the citizens of this town to seriously consider this matter.

8. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for a term of 
years the manufacturing establishment of G. S. Stockwell & Co., in said 
Peterborough, and their capital used in operating the same, or take any 
other action in relation thereto, 


9. To seeif the town will vote to put in a public watering trough at 
West Peterborough, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


10. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for a term of 
ten years any increase in the valuation of the manufacturing establish- 
ment of the Amoskeag Indurated Fibre Ware Company in said Peterbo- 
rough, and the capital used in operating the same; the valuation for the 
year 1887 on the invoice books of the town being taken as a basis of val- 
uation for taxation during said term of ten years, or take any other action 
in relation thereto.
